EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  MEETING 

PLUMBER'S  LOCAL  12  UNION  HALL 

THURSDAY,  JUNE  15,  1989

The  Executive  Council  Meeting  was  opened  with  a  prayer  by  V.P. 
Alman. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Minutes  of  the  May  24  Council  Meeting.  So 
voted. 

President  Osborn  thanked  the  Vice  Presidents  for  attending  this 
Council  Meeting  that  was  changed  from  the  Park  Plaza  to  the 
Plumber's  Union  Hall  and  made  a  note  of  thanks  to  Local  12  for 
accommodating  the  meeting. 

He  spoke  on  the  Council  policy  regarding  not  holding  a  Council 
Meeting  in  the  month  of  July  and  of  referring  business  to  the 
Executive  Officers  in  the  interim  until  the  August  meeting. 

MMS  to  not  schedule  an  Executive  Council  Meeting  in  the  month  of 
July  and  to  refer  any  business  that  comes  up  to  the  Executive 
Officers.   So  voted. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT; 

The  President  noted  the  last  meeting  was  held  only  a  few  weeks 
ago  during  the  Gompers,  Murray,  Meany  Educational  Institute  on 
Cape  Cod.  He  reported  on  the  Institute  being  a  successful  one 
and  urged  the  Vice  President's  that  did  not  attend  to  make  an 
effort  to  participate  at  next  year's  GMMEI.  He  reported  the 
program  went  without  any  flaws  and  that  the  only  problem  evolved 
around  the  issue  of  late  checking  in  at  the  Sea  Crest  and  that 
the  Council  would  be  working  on  trying  to  straighten  it  out  for 
next  year  and  that  attendance  was  very  good  at  the  workshops  and 
participation  was  exceptional.  He  advised  that  Sec./Treas. 
Haynes  would  be  reporting  on  the  success  of  the  golf  tournament 
that  was  put  together  to  increase  monies  for  the  scholarship 
program. 

The  President  reported  on  the  Chelsea  School  system  takeover  bid 
by  Boston  University  and  that  Labor  had  put  on  a  good  fight  and 
noted  the  Chairman  of  Ways  and  Means  was  from  Chelsea  and  was 


very  powerful  regarding  this  takeover  issue.  He  reported  that  a 
committee  would  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  oversee  how  the 
takeover  is  implemented  and  advised  that  he  felt  it  was  the  best 
that  the  Teacher's  could  come  out  with.  He  further  noted  that 
this  legislation  did  not  go  through  as  was  originally  expected 
to. 

On  the  meetings  of  the  Worker's  Advisory  Council,  the  President 
reported  that  auditors  are  in  and  are  taking  suggestions  and 
urged  any  of  the  officers  to  offer  input.  He  further  stated 
Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  was  doing  a  good  job  as  a  member  of  the 
Advisory  Council. 

President  Osborn  reported  attending  a  meeting  of  the  Waltham 
Quality  of  Life  Committee  which  is  a  group  that  was  put  together 
during  the  Vote  No  Campaign  and  that  is  still  functioning  in  the 
community  and  helping  out  in  community  issues  and  charities  and 
which  is  presently  going  into  the  political  arena  in  City  Council 
races. 

The  President  gave  a  summary  of  the  happenings  at  the  Democratic 
State  Convention  and  that  there  were  600  labor  delegates  in 
attendance  and  noted  that  he,  Sec./Treas.  Haynes  and  Janet 
Walker,  of  APRI  and  AFGE  addressed  the  Convention.  He  advised 
having  a  successful  labor  caucus  prior  to  the  opening  of  the 
Convention.  He  further  reported  that  labor  was  backing  four 
items  and  that  three  of  them  became  part  of  the  1989  action 
agenda;  good  labor  visibility,  hopes  to  increase  the  number  of 
labor  delegates  for  next  year's  convention  and  that  the  theme 
would  be  1  hour  in  1990  which  would  have  union  members,  stewards, 
officers,  etc.,  give  one  hour  of  their  time  to  get  involved  in 
attending  and  becoming  elected  as  delegates  at  the  caucuses.  He 
also  noted  he  would  be  going  out  to  local  unions  to  speak  on  this 
issue  for  increasing  the  number  of  labor  delegates  and  that  Labor 
would  be  trying  to  become  a  dominant  force  in  1990;  the  goal  will 
be  1,000  labor  delegates  and  urged  help  from  the  Vice  Presidents 
in  trying  to  meet  this  goal. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  attending  and  speaking  at  an  ALMACA 
conference  on  drug  and  alcohol  abuse  held  in  Springfield. 

At  this  time,  Pres.  Osborn  notified  the  Council  meeting  of  the 
selection  made  for  the  United  Way's  Labor  Liaison  position.  He 
reported  that  many  interviews  had  taken  place  and  that  it  came 
down  to  three  finalists:  Al  Hamilton,  Earle  Bengtson  and  Frank 
Toland  and  that  the  Exec.  Officers  had  selected  and  appointed 
Brother  Bengtson  who  has  worked  for  three  years  with  the  Mass. 
AFL-CIO's  jobs  program  to  the  position.  He  noted  that  past 
history,  knowledge  of  the  community  and  high  level,  middle  and 
shop  level  experience  helped  in  the  selection  of  Brother  Bengtson 
for  this  position.  He  further  noted  he  would  be  reporting  to  the 
Council  directly  and  that  at  present  he  was  in  Washington 
attending  training  and  orientation  and  that  this  position  would 
be  assisting  both  United  Way  and  our  membership  and  would 
compliment  and  promote  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO. 


The  President  reported  on  the  Irish  Labor  Coalition  dinner  and  of 
the  fine  work  by  Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  in  making  it  successful  and 
to  continue  the  pursuit  of  the  McBride  principles  and  that  the 
money  raised  would  be  used  to  again  bring  Irish  youth  to  summer 
camp  on  the  Cape.  He  noted  K.  Lyons,  Pres.  of  NAGE  was  the 
recipient  of  the  Daniel  Tobin  Award;  SEIU  International  President 
John  Sweeney  was  the  recipient  of  the  James  Connolly  Award; 
Sister  Regina  Murphy  was  the  recipient  of  the  John  Boyle  O'Reilly 
Award  and  Father  Joseph  P.  Young  was  the  recipient  of  the 
Constance  Markievicz  Award.  He  thanked  the  Vice  Presidents  and 
Council  Members  for  their  participation  in  both  attending  and 
purchasing  tickets. 

President  Osborn  reported  attending  a  one  day  forum  held  by  the 
AFL-CIO  Public  Employee  Department  and  advised  being  greatly 
disappointed  by  the  attendance;  it  had  a  great  agenda,  those  that 
attended  enjoyed  it  and  hopefully  attendance  would  be  better  if 
future  ones  are  planned.  He  gave  a  brief  summary  of  both  the 
agenda  and  the  participants  on  the  program. 

The  President  commented  on  attending  the  IAFF  State  Convention  on 
Cape  Cod  and  noted  there  were  over  900  delegates  and  that  he 
brought  opening  greetings  to  the  Delegates  and  was  well 
received. 

President  Osborn  reported  attending  a  conference  of  the  Brookings 
Institute  held  in  Boston  at  which  he  was  requested  to  be  the 
guest  speaker  on  their  program.  The  program  participants  and 
attendees  were  procurement  people,  representatives  of  the 
Pentagon,  non-union  high  tech  and  the  theme  was  unions  vs. 
productivity.  He  felt  his  being  there  was  good  exposure  for  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO. 

The  President  advised  setting  up  a  meeting  of  Public  Employee 
Union  Leaders,  both  AFL-CIO  affiliates  and  non-affiliates 
regarding  the  pending  Budget  situation  in  the  Commonwealth.  He 
noted  Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  was  in  attendance,  V.P.  Ollivierre,  V.P. 
Mills  and  V.P.  Donegan  and  noted  other  non-affiliated  unions, 
such  as  MOSES,  MTA,  State  Police,  were  also  participating.  He 
reported  the  need  for  revenue  inflow  that  would  be  fair  and  that 
he  was  not  speaking  new  taxes  or  for  raising  taxes  but  was  in 
favor  of  fair  taxes.  He  noted  the  meeting  was  followed  by  a 
press  conference.  He  advised  everyone  wants  services  but  do  not 
want  to  pay  for  them  and  that  the  federal  government  has  stopped 
funding  many  programs  but  someone  has  to  pay  for  them.  He  noted 
that  5,000  state  workers  were  to  be  cut  along  with  moves  in 
cities  and  towns  employees.  He  noted  that  in  having  this  meeting 
public  employee  unions  have  come  together  whereby  previously  they 
would  not  meet  in  the  same  room.  He  noted  that  the  position  of 
fair  taxes  has  been  taken  and  that  now  we  are  going  forward  to 
try  to  preserve  public  services  and  that  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  must 
support  the  Public  employee  union  brothers  and  sisters.  He  noted 
that  as  President  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  and  Chairman  of  the  newly 


created  Public  Employees  Coalition  he  has  requested  meetings  with 
the  leadership  of  the  House  and  Senate  regarding  the  Budget  to 
talk  about  fair  taxes  and  revenue  being  generated. 

The  President  reported  he  was  unable  to  attend  the  UFCW  hearing 
on  Corporate  takeover  due  to  a  scheduling  problem  as  a  result  of 
the  state  budget  crisis  and  having  to  attend  a  meeting  of 
National  COPE  where  COPE  budget  requests  were  being  approved  and 
noted  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  had  requested  $35,000  from  COPE. 

At  this  time  Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  advised  attending  a  meeting  of  the 
Workers  Compensation  Advisory  Council  regarding  the  second 
injury  fund  and  that  money  is  being  used  to  track  down  unclaimed 
cases  and  that  all  but  41  have  been  resolved  and  that  this  money 
would  be  going  back  to  working  people.  He  noted  there  was  a 
legal  question  as  to  the  usage  of  this  money  and  that  it  was 
being  looked  into  and  might  need  possible  legislative  approval. 
He  further  reported  that  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Council  gave 
a  vote  of  confidence  to  continue  using  this  money  until  a  legal 
decision  is  rendered  one  way  or  the  other.  It  was  also  noted 
that  it  was  good  to  see  them  using  second  injury  fund  money  to 
chase  people  down  for  payments  and  that  at  this  time  $80,000  has 
been  picked  up  to  date. 

At  this  time  V.P.  Ollivierre  thanked  Pres.  Osborn  for  his  efforts 
on  the  Public  Employee  Coalition  and  the  State  budget  problems. 
He  gave  a  rundown  of  what  was  happening  to  the  public  sector 
employee  and  the  effects  it  would  ultimately  have  to  the  private 
sector  and  that  the  state  is  in  dire  need  of  revenue,  long  road 
ahead  on  layoffs  and  cutbacks  by  attrition  and  noted  some  of  the 
cuts  would  be  made  in  the  lowest  paying  jobs.  Also  jobs  are  being 
contracted  out  to  private  vendors  and  the  payment  of  wages  in 
this  area  are  minimum  wages.  He  stressed  privitization  being  a 
big  problem  and  further  noted  he  would  keep  this  issue  before  the 
Council  and  requested  their  continued  support. 

Discussion  then  took  place  around  the  issues  of  a  tax  increase, 
Proposition  2  1/2  overrides  and  lack  of,  society  wanting  services 
but  not  wanting  to  pay  for  them,  City  of  Springfield  layoff  of 
municipal  employees  and  override,  media  role  in  tax  issue, 
members  being  against  tax  increases,  etc. 

V.P.  Cardinal  advised  that  JTPA  is  now  receiving  notification  of 
layoffs  in  the  public  sector  area  and  notified  the  Council  that 
he  would  keep  them  informed  as  it  happens. 

At  this  time  President  Osborn  reported  receiving  two  letters  from 
the  Coalition  of  Labor  Union  Women  (CLUW) ,  one  from  President 
Miller  which  was  a  thank  you  and  the  other  from  the  Boston 
Chapter  which  was  scathing  regarding  their  disappointment  of  the 
efforts  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  in  their  recently  held  Regional 
Conference  in  Boston.  President  Osborn  went  on  to  elaborate  the 
original  site  for  the  conference  was  the  Park  Plaza  Hotel,  which 
was  ultimately  changed  by  CLUW  due  to  the  Eastern  Airlines  Pilots 
picketing  the  Park  Plaza.   He  reiterated  to  the  Council  that  this 


was  not  a  function  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO,  that  it  was  CLUW's 
conference  and  the  agreement  was  that  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  would 
assist  in  its  promotion  of  the  event  and  would  sponsor  a 
reception  at  its  conclusion.  He  noted  the  conference  site  was 
changed  after  CLUW  had  discussion  with  the  Machinists  Union, 
thereby  changing  the  site  from  the  Park  Plaza  to  the  U-Mass. 
Downtown  Boston  Campus.  CLUW  has  stated  the  Eastern  picket  lines 
were  not  up  at  the  Park  Plaza  on  the  day  of  the  conference  and 
that  building  trades  unions  were  on  the  inside.  He  further 
informed  the  council  that  the  caterer  did  not  show  up  for  the 
reception  and  that  CLUW  wants  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  to  take  the  blame 
for  the  lack  of  pickets  at  the  Park  Plaza,  the  caterer's  mistake, 
and  also  requested  he  as  President  to  explain  in  writing  an 
answer  to  their  questions  in  the  letter.  Pres.  Osborn  noted  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO  has  always  been  available  and  helpful  to  CLUW  in 
any  of  their  requests. 

At  this  time  V.P.  Burke  notified  the  Council  meeting  that  he,  as 
President  of  the  Machinists  Union,  also  received  a  letter  from 
CLUW  and  inquiring  as  to  where  the  pickets  were  the  day  of  the 
CLUW  conference  and  why  the  strikers  didn't  help  people  move  the 
CLUW  conference.  V.P.  Burke  informed  the  council  that  there  were 
pickets  at  every  door  of  the  park  plaza  the  day  of  the 
conference. 

V.P.  Thomas  advised  the  Council  that  there  were  no  pickets  at  the 
Boston  Park  Plaza  the  day  in  question. 

Discussion  took  place  about  the  pickets,  or  lack  of,  role  of  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO  in  the  CLUW  event,  responsibility  of  CLUW  in 
running  and  promoting  their  conference,  people  going  home  after 
arriving  at  Park  Plaza  for  conference  and  after  finding  out  it 
was  not  being  held  there,  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO's  responsibility  in 
sponsoring  the  CLUW  reception,  support  and  cooperation  of  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO  in  the  past  and  the  CLUW  letter  being  a  CLUW 
Executive  Board  decision  to  request  an  explanation  of  President 
Osborn. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  the  Council  that  he  would  answer  the  letter 
and  that  he  wanted  the  members  of  the  Council  to  be  aware  that 
such  a  letter  was  written  and  that  an  answer  or  explanation  of 
the  events  surrounding  the  CLUW  conference  in  Boston  was 
requested.  He  reminded  the  Officers  that  the  Council  does  not 
run  other  organizations  conferences  or  receptions  and  the  picket 
line  was  the  Machinists  and  not  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO's. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  President.   So  voted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY-TREASURER: 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  gave  the  monthly  Council  Financial 

Report  and  answered  questions  relating  to  it. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  on  the  Gompers,  Murray,  Meany 
Educational  Institute  and  of  the  great  participation  at  the 
Banquet  honoring  the  three  recipients,  IBEW  Pres.  J.  Barry, 


Laborers  Business  Manager,  L.  Mandarini  and  AFSCME  Coordinator  L. 
Spencer.  He  further  commented  on  the  Alcohol  and  Drug  Abuse 
workshop  and  the  Workshop  on  Aids  that  were  both  very 
interesting,  well  attended  and  informative. 

On  the  Golf  Tournament,  Sec./Treas.  Haynes  advised  that  he  was 
still  awaiting  outstanding  figures  but  is  anticipating  taking  in 
approximately  $1,500  to  $2,000  to  be  used  for  scholarships. 

Sec./Treas.  Haynes  reported  on  the  Democratic  State  Issues 
Convention  and  the  upcoming  plans  to  elect  more  labor  delegates; 
receiving  the  first  check  from  the  Department  of  Employment  and 
Training  Grant;  on  his  participation  and  attendance  at  the  Irish 
Labor  Coalition  Dinner  and  the  proceeds  going  to  needy  children. 
He  further  reported  attending  the  Affordable  Housing  Conference 
and  on  speaking  at  the  CLUW  conference. 

The  Secretary-Treas.  reported  on  the  Council  Newspaper  and  how  it 
was  put  together  by  John  Laughlin,  Rich  Rogers  and  Margaret 
O'Connor  and  the  logistics  behind  it. 

He  also  congratulated  V.P.  Ferris  on  the  recent  settlement 
between  the  CWA,  IBEW  and  New  England  Telephone. 

At  this  time  V.P.  Ferris  informed  the  Council  meeting  members  of 
the  great  effect  the  Unity  Stand  the  CWA  and  IBEW  put  together 
had  on  leverage  at  the  bargaining  table;  he  also  spoke  on  the 
idea  of  electronic  picketing  and  how  these  two  unions  that  had 
opposed  each  other  in  the  past  have  now  joined  forces  for 
bargaining  purposes.  He  noted  that  there  were  major  changes  in 
family  issues  that  he  wanted  to  share  with  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO 
Family  and  Work  Issues  Committee  and  that  for  the  first  time 
ever,  the  contract  was  extended. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Cardinal  reported  on  the  training  seminar  that 
was  held  prior  to  the  Gompers,  Murray,  Meany  Institute  co- 
sponsored  by  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  and  the  Department  of  Employment 
and  Training  on  JTPA  and  noted  that  Labor  was  challenged  by  the 
state  to  provide  members  of  Organized  Labor  who  would  serve  on 
PIC  Committees  and  Workforce  Issues  Committees  as  labor 
representatives.  Discussion  took  place  around  the  purpose  of 
workforce  issues  committees  and  their  advising  local  REB's  of 
workplace  issues  and  what  types  of  training  should  take  place  and 
what  jobs  would  become  available  and  to  make  sure  the  business 
community  does  not  train  people. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Mills  reguested  a  report  from  the  Sec./Treas 
on  the  affiliation  drive.  Sec./Treas.  Haynes  reported  on 
meetings  with  the  IBEW  unions  and  upcoming  meetings  with  the 
Building  Trades  Unions  and  that  many  informal  discussions  have 
taken  place  with  the  Vice  Presidents;  also  V.P.  Thompson  would  be 
setting  up  meetings  with  organizations  in  his  area.  He  also 
reported  that  several  of  the  building  trades  locals  have  merged 
and  discussions  with  the  merged  locals  have  taken  place  also  the 
Pipefitters  and  Plumbers  Locals  have  also  merged.   He  noted  the 


Council  was  also  awaiting  HUCTW  discussions.  The  Secretary- 
Treasurer  reported  it  was  a  slow  process  and  that  locals  are 
being  targeted  and  meetings  being  scheduled. 

President  Osborn  advised  that  there  were  also  loses  due  to  plant 
closings  and  urged  the  Vice  Presidents  assistance  in  the 
affiliation  process.  On  the  affiliation  of  the  Teamsters,  the 
President  reported  nothing  new  to  report  and  that  there  had  been 
no  increase  in  affiliation  to  date.  He  also  informed  the  Council 
Meeting  of  a  request  by  the  Worcester  Teamsters  for  assistance  in 
a  possible  boycott  problem  and  advised  informing  them  that  the 
Council  would  assist  them  in  any  way  possible  and  also  sent  them 
information  to  affiliate.  He  spoke  on  a  Teamster  victory  in 
Rhode  Island,  with  the  same  circumstances,  that  was  due  to  the 
R.I.  Teamsters  affiliating  with  the  State  Fed.  there  and  noted 
the  victory  was  due  to  the  joint  efforts  of  all  of  the  R.I. 
affiliates  assisting  the  Teamsters  due  to  the  fact  the  State  Fed. 
made  it  a  priority  item  for  the  newly  affiliated  Teamsters.  He 
also  noted  the  IAFF  has  made  a  commitment  to  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  on 
affiliations. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Secretary/Treasurer.   So  voted. 

EDUCATION  REPORT : 

Sec./Treas.  Haynes  reported  on  attending  a  Scholarship  dinner 
meeting  of  the  Brockton  Central  Labor  Council;  on  setting  up  a 
statewide  meeting  of  the  Labor  representatives  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  State  Colleges,  Community  Colleges  and  State 
Universities.  He  also  passed  out  information  on  the  Council's  Ad 
Book  which  is  used  to  raise  money  for  the  Scholarship  Program  and 
requested  the  assistance  of  the  Vice  Presidents  in  soliciting  ads 
from  the  locals  unions,  councils,  etc.  He  advised  as  to  which 
organizations  having  participated  to  date.  He  noted  additional 
information  would  be  sent  out  regarding  the  ad  book  solicitation. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Education  Director.   So  voted. 

At  this  time  V.P.  Alman,  a  Labor  trustee  on  the  Board  of  Regents 
of  Higher  Education  made  a  report  and  updated  the  Vice  Presidents 
on  the  status  of  the  merger  discussions  on  the  Mass.  Maritime 
Academy  and  on  the  results  of  the  study  of  that  facility  and  the 
controversy  over  the  President  of  the  Academy. 

Discussion  took  place  among  the  Vice  Presidents  regarding  the 
merger,  study,  incompatibility  of  merging  two  diverse 
institutions,  the  Office  of  the  President  position,  votes  taken 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  faculty  positions,  question  of  cost 
effectiveness  of  potential  merger  and  the  position  taken  by  V.P. 
Alman  as  a  Trustee. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COPE  AND  LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR: 


Director  Foley  reported  to  the  Council  Members  on  several  pieces 
of  legislation;  child  labor  laws,  corporate  takeover,  severance 
pay  issues  and  noted  that  any  major  legislative  changes  would  be 
reported  out  in  the  next  couple  of  weeks  and  that  the  Legislature 


could  possibly  be  out  within  a  month  with  also  the  possibility  of 
a  fall  session  being  called. 

He  further  reported  the  Senate  met  in  full  session  the  prior  week 
on  the  supplemental  budget  and  noted  that  if  the  legislature 
hits  100  bills  it  would  be  an  accomplishment  this  session. 

V.P.  Irvin  inquired  as  to  the  status  of  H-2995,  regarding  gas 
rebate  legislation. 

Director  Foley  advised  H-2995  was  through  the  House  and  on  the 
way  to  the  Senate  by  the  end  of  the  session. 

V.P.  Mills  requested  a  report  on  the  Chelsea  -  BU  takeover 
legislation. 

Director  Foley  reported  that  the  Governor  had  signed  the  takeover 
legislation  but  with  added  amendments. 

V.P.  Mills  advised  the  Council  Meeting  that  the  MFT  amendments 
had  been  voted  down  by  a  number  of  friends  of  Labor  and  that  the 
Council  should  be  aware  of  it  and  take  note  of  this  vote. 

Director  Foley  further  advised  that  the  amendments  were  voted 
down  overwhelmingly  and  that  at  that  point  he  had  not  seen  a  copy 
of  the  roll  call  on  this  vote. 

Discussion  took  place  over  the  vote  on  the  Chelsea  -  BU  takeover 
legislation. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  COPE  and  Legislative  Director. 
So  voted. 

At  this  time,  Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  reported  on  the  annual  Irish 
Coalition  Dinner  being  successful  and  informed  the  Vice 
Presidents  that  the  Committee  is  being  expanded  and  requested 
them  to  offer  their  assistance  and  to  notify  either  himself,  V.P. 
Collins  or  Leg.  Director  Foley  for  further  information. 

V.P.  Cardinal  informed  the  meeting  that  the  Norfolk  County 
Central  Labor  Council  would  be  sponsoring  a  sign  holding  rally 
for  the  strikers  at  Eastern  at  the  Fore  River  Bridge  in  Quincy 
and  invited  them  to  attend  and  participate.  He  also  thanked  V.P. 
Chirillo  and  T.  Williams  for  their  assistance  in  coordinating  and 
planning  this  event. 

Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  reported  Joe  Guliano  was  elected  Business  Agent 
of  Local  1044,  Glaziers,  replacing  Wesley  Lee.  He  also  reported 
that  the  Greater  Boston  Central  Labor  Council  Labor  Day  Breakfast 
plans  are  being  prepared  at  the  present  time;  and  noted  the 
participation  at  this  event  has  been  dropping  off  and  that  he 
would  be  reaching  to  all  locals  and  Vice  Presidents  for  their 
assistance  to  have  this  event  this  year  become  a  success  thereby 
eliminating  any  negative  publicity  by  the  press  as  was  the  case 
in  the  past  due  to  a  low  attendance.    He  also  spoke  on  the 


possibility  of  coordinating,  with  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO,  a  full  day 
of  events  following  the  breakfast;  walkathon,  film,  etc. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  the  tentative  plans  for  a  Labor  Day 
Parade  and  reported  it  is  a  major  undertaking  with  added  expenses 
such  as  paying  for  police  details,  etc.  He  reported  discussions 
with  L.  Mandarini,  Jr.,  who  was  requested  to  be  the  Chair  of  the 
Parade  Committee  and  that  a  Parade  this  year  would  be  too  much 
for  one  person  to  undertake. 

He  further  advised  that  this  year  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  would  like  to 
participate  in  and  enhance  the  efforts  of  the  Greater  Boston 
Central  Labor  Council's  Labor  Day  Breakfast  by  hosting  a  film 
festival  and  union  sing-a-long  during  that  afternoon,  following 
the  Breakfast  in  lieu  of  a  Parade  and  sponsor  a  Labor  of  Love 
Solidarity  WALKATHON  the  following  Sunday.  Instead  of  the  Parade 
the  Mass.  AFL-CIO' s  Walkathon  would  be  a  6  mile  walk  with 
participants  representing  their  labor  organization,  with  pledges 
being  made  for  each  walker,  with  the  proceeds  going  to  three 
shelters  in  the  Greater  Boston  area. 

President  Osborn  advised  a  Committee  would  be  formed  to 
assist  in  the  breakfast,  film  festival,  song-fest  and  walkathon. 
He  requested  the  Vice  Presidents  to  consider  serving  on  the 
committee. 

On  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Officers,  President  Osborn 
reported  discussions  on  the  activities  of  Frontlash  and  the 
possibility  of  the  Council  paying  tribute  to  these  young  union 
activists  and  to  give  them  deserved  recognition.  He  noted  it  was 
the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Officers  to  plan  an  event  for 
Frontlash,  possibly  a  cookout  in  August  which  would  be  paid  for 
by  Frontlash,  COPE  and  the  General  Treasury.  He  also  advised  the 
Officers  of  the  Council  that  they  would  be  invited. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  and  recommendation  of  the  Exec. 
Officers  on  the  Frontlash  event.   So  voted. 

At  this  time  President  Osborn  reported  that  due  to  the  Council's 
success  in  the  Question  2  campaign  he  has  been  requested  to  speak 
to  various  groups  and  that  he  has  been  contacted  by  a  promotion 
group  to  inquire  if  he  would  be  available  to  speak  at  different 
colleges,  etc.,  about  the  union  movement.  Whether  it  would  be  on 
the  Eastern  Airlines  situation  or  similar  issues  like  unions  vs. 
productivity  which  he  advised  he  spoke  on  at  a  recent  meetings  of 
the  Brookings  Institute.  He  further  noted  that  this  group  want 
to  pay  him  and  advised  that  in  the  past  the  Council  had  a  motion 
passed  that  anyone  working  full  time  for  the  Council  would  have 
to  seek  permission  from  the  Executive  Council  prior  to  doing 
anything  like  this.  He  noted  that  this  was  done  for  a  full  time 
employee  in  the  recent  past.  He  then  requested  the  opinion  of 
the  Council  members  on  this  issue  and  advised  that  it  would  be 
beneficial  for  the  Council  and  the  Union  movement  he  he  went  out 
to  speak  to  various  groups;  he  also  noted  he  could  possibly  make 
some  type  of  contribution  into  the  special  or  cope  funds. 


Motion  made  and  duly  seconded  to  allow  the  President  to  receive 
payment  for  speaking  engagements  and  to  keep  such  payments  for 
himself.   So  voted. 


At  this  time  President  Osborn  advised  the  Council  of  the  meetings 
that  were  being  held  with  the  public  employee  unions  and  of 
setting  up  a  new  coalition  of  affiliated  and  non-affiliated 
public  employee  union  leadership.  He  further  reguested  direction 
from  the  Vice  Presidents  on  the  tax  issue  and  that  there  would 
ultimately  be  new  taxes  and  that  organized  labor  cannot  walk  away 
from  the  less  fortunate  in  our  society. 

V.P.  Dart  suggested  the  importance  of  taking  a  position  to 
support  whatever  is  needed  to  do  the  job  and  that  because  of  the 
State  problems,  cities  and  towns  are  not  getting  any  monies. 

Discussion  took  place  regarding  the  unsuccessful  attempts  in 
certain  communities  to  override  Prop.  2  1/2  and  the  problems 
encountered  in  trying  to  override,  guestions  of  raising  income 
tax  being  less  of  a  bite  than  raising  property  tax,  taking  a 
statewide  position,  fair  tax  revenue,  putting  capital  gains  tax 
back  in,  flat  increase  in  state  tax. 

V.P.  Donegan  inguired  as  to  making  a  motion  to  support  the  Public 
Employee  Coalition. 

V.P.  Mills  suggested  withholding  Labor's  support  on  any  tax 
package  that  does  not  also  put  a  burden  on  corporations. 

Discussion  took  place  regarding  the  capital  gains  taxes, 
rescinding  some  of  the  tax  breaks  presently  in  effect,  minimum 
corporation  tax  being  paid  in  Massachusetts  with  some 
corporations  not  paying  any  at  all,  increases  in  state  taxes, 
more  fair  revenue,  shifting  the  burden  to  corporations  because 
unions  members  feel  they  pay  the  full  freight,  CLT  and  B. 
Anderson  putting  any  revenue  tax  package  on  the  ballot,  directing 
taxes  to  corporations  only  would  not  raise  enough  money,  not 
supporting  any  tax  package  unless  the  business  sector  takes  their 
share  of  the  tax  burden,  the  shortfall  going  back  two  years, 
minimum  of  6  million  needed,  possibility  of  looking  toward  the 
income  tax,  sin  taxes  increase,  broad  based  tax  increase, 
temporary  increase. 

President  Osborn  further  reported  on  the  P.E.  Coalition; 
leadership  of  Coalition,  not  liking  either  tax  package  at  the 
present   time,   TEAM   expertise  on  the  subject. 

Discussion  took  place  about  taking  a  strong  position,  tax  package 
becoming  a  ballot  guestion,  cigarette  and  alcohol  tax  increases 
not  being  able  to  raise  enough  revenue,  effects  of  tax  increase 
on  membership  and  working  families,  must  have  tax  burden  placed 
on  corporations  or  it  will  be  indefensible  and  possible  be 
repealed  by  ballot,  spreading  the  tax  burden  around. 
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Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  reported  on  the  march  that  was  sponsored  by 
TEAM  at  the  Democratic  State  Issues  Convention  and  he  further 
advised  labor  cannot  draw  lines,  we  need  fair  taxes,  everyone 
should  pay  and  eliminate  the  property  tax. 

President  Osborn  suggested  Labor  has  to  add  input  to  correct  the 
present  budget  situation  and  noted  the  proponents  of  tax  cuts 
want  to  cut  the  fat  but  they  should  also  explain  where  the  money 
is  that  can  be  saved  and  that  the  package  has  to  include  the  tax 
burden  being  also  placed  on  corporations  if  our  people  have  to 
pay  taxes. 

V.P.  Mills  suggested  withholding  support  unless  the  business 
community  also  pays  more. 

President  Osborn  informed  the  Council  that  more  meetings  would  be 
held  with  the  Coalition  regarding  this  issue. 

Legislative  Director  Foley  advised  that  there  was  no  tax  package 
on  the  table  to  negotiate  at  this  time  and  that  the  only  thing  on 
the  table  at  the  present  time  was  the  bond  issue. 

MMS  to  approve  and  endorse  the  Coalition  and  to  have  President 
Osborn  move  forward  in  addressing  the  problems  with  the  budget 
when  necessary.   So  Voted. 

V.P.  Donegan  thanked  Pres.  Osborn  and  Sec./Treas.  Haynes  for 
their  participation  on  the  Coalition. 

At  this  time,  President  Osborn  reminded  the  Vice  Presidents  of 
the  upcoming  Substance  Abuse  Conference  scheduled  for  June  27  at 
Local  103  -  IBEW  Hall. 

MMS  to  refer  the  Communications  to  the  Exec.  Officers.   So  voted. 

MMS  to  adjourn.   So  voted.
